news that Sheridan had car- 
ried 1'lve' Forks on April 1, 
1805, General Grant ordered a 


demonstration on ihe Petersburg lines. 
Genera! Humphreys, with the Second 
corps, attempted to carry the Confeder- 
ate trtMichfS on Its front, but found the 
enemy too active. A bombardment was 
kept up all night, and General Grant 
ordered an assault at 4 o'clock on the 
morning of the id with the men of 
Ord's, Wright's and Pnrke's commands. 
Tho point onus™ for Wright's Sixth 
corps was to the left of the \Voldon 
railroad, where Federal Tons 1'Isher 
and \Volch were located. The Confed- 
erate picket pits In front of ihi-sc forts 
had been taken on the i.'ith of .March, 
and they now offered shelter for the 
massing of troops to storm tin- high 
parapets which formed the Confederate 
line here. 


General Parke was to move tho .Ninth 


corps forward on its own front oppo 
Bite Fort Sloduian and between tlie 
Norfolk railroad and the .Jerusalem 
plank road. Wright's corps carried all 
before it, pressing on to the South Side 
railroad, leaving, however, the original 
defenses encircling Petersburg on the 
right 
rear 
intact. 
This compelled 


Wright to face about and form a new 
line. Ord and Humphreys also carried 
the works on their front, and, pressing 
through to Hatcher's run. cut the Con- 
federate army'south of the Appomat- 
tox iu two. General Parke's Ninth 
corps troops took the outer lines in 
front of them, but could not carry the 
inner lines. The Confederate artillery 
was all in position and swept every 
font of ground along tho wholr- front. 
Several attempts were made by Gener- 
al John B. Gordon, who still command- 
ed the: Confederates In front of tlie 
Ninth corps, to retake tho ground seiz- 
ed by Parke. but they all failed. Gen- 
eral A. P. Hill was killed on this line 
while going out to lead his troops 
ngainst the assailants, who had broken 
through the intrcnehmpnts. 


l"p to this time General Lougstreet 


had been north of tho Appomattox con- 
fronting the Army of the .lames, but 
tlie situation in Petersburg drew him, 
with Field's division, to the scone of 
tho now danger. The river roads along

The commercial hlptoiy of Rhode

During the curlier years of tlie colony, 


the inhabitants confined their activi- 
ties to agriculture, while Hoger Will- 
lams and his disciples applied their 
energies to the spread of their peculiar 
religious doctrines. Later, during the 
eeltlement of the colony, the land suit- 
able for cultivation having all 
been 


taken up, the colouists took to fisheries 
and pea-faring. 


Narragausett Kay is admittedly un- 


surpassed an a great navigable sea in- 
let by any other waterway on the At- 
lantic coast. The famous British Ad- 
miral, Lord liodney, in a private let- 
ter, commenting on the evacuation of 
Newport by the British in 1778, says:— 
"It gave up the noblest harbor in 
America, from which squadrons in 
forty-eight hours could blockade the 
three capital cities, Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia." Besides these ad- 
vantages, itn entrance was located so 
near the easterly end of Long Island as 
to make it accessible to the great in- 
land waterway leading to the ports 
southerly along the Atlantic coast and 
was also a convenient stopping place 
as well as refuge for vessels, as it is 
now, in stress of weather.
